moved; butthere can be no longer a donbt
thnt c-.r-?a'lﬂo:: hus done much to hasten,
at lonst in the more intelligent and liberal
oommunities, the reconciliation of many of
those differences whioh have brought capital
and libor into false and dnmaging antagon-
ism. After more than fwenty-five years of
successinl applioation, in varions parts of Y-
rope and America, it would seem that the vir-
tues of co-operation have been clearly esta-
blished: it is highly important, therefore, that
they shonld be vaunted and the public edu-
cated to appréciate them, The Tridunc has
latoly been actively engnged in this work,
and published on Suaturday several more let-
tern of a double serigs, giving an accurate, if
not an oxhanstive, exposition of practical co-
operation abroad and at home. These latters
have embraced agcounts of the co-operative
groceries of England, Franee, and Massachu-
getts; the co-operative banks of Germany and
Ttaly; the co-operative farms of England and
¥France; the co-operative kitchens of France
and Switzerland; the co-operative dwellings of
T'rance; and the ‘co-operative and industrial
partnerships among iron-moulders, tanners,
printers, weavers, boutmen, bakers, shoe-
makers, butchers, comb-mnkers, tailors, sto.,
of both continents, The practical efforfs of
20 branch of trade have been unnoticad;
Jucir snccesses have boen fully told, but not
praggerated, and few of the many practical
mamifacturers, mechanies, and agricnlturists,
pefore whom the letters have been laid, but
have found therein suggestive faots to reflect
upon, Some of thess are well worthy of
recapitulation.

1. Co-operation has abolished strikes. 1t is
tlie unijed testimony of our correspondents,
abroad and at home, that co.operative facto-
ries have invariably rendered strikes unneces-
gary in their immedinte vicinage, simply by
the regulation of wages which the system
produces. Having themselves to pay, Lﬁs oo-
operatives are reaspnable in their demands,
and the value of wiges does not fluctuate.
In vain bave the wenlthiest and best con-
ducted trades mnions in this country and
Europe endeavored to establish and regulate
the value of labor by strikes. They have
proved abortive in nine cuses out of ten; at
the best, they have been temporarily snccess-
ful, never decisive; they have merely paralyzed
capital, which ean afford to be inactive, but
they have exhausted labor, which cannot
indulge in the luzury of idleness. While
srodes unions have been expensive and inde-
cisive, a8 offensive warfare penerally proves,
the defensive measures of co-operation have
been profitable as well as effective. Our cor-
respandent at Milan (Oct, 8, 1860) alluded to
R strike of the printers, in which the Union
exhansted its excheqner of 20,000 francs,
when, turning to co-operation as a remedy,
they established a bnsiness on 25,000 francs
which gave employment to all the strikers,
and at once regulated the rates of composi-
tion. The iron-moulders of this country have
nl:out $1,500,000 on useless strikes; with less
than one-fifth of thst som ten co-operative
foundries have been put in successful ope-
ration, with the additional result of regula-
ting in their localities. The minor
effects of these industrinl partnerships in re-
ducing the costof product by decrensing the
wastage, and advancing the value of real
estate by influcing workmen to settle in the
neighborbood of their workshops, have also
been dwelt upon and conelusively shown in

ihe letters alinded to.
II. ¢ tion reduces the cost of food.
It is o very great fault of the marketing sys-

tem of this country—and particularly of thi

city—that it gives employment antd an un-
necessary profit to “mi en.” This profit
the producers and consumers are compellad
1o pay; the consumers’ proportion being much
t].ml ln::-gest. It is oburm that a quick effect
of the establishment of the great co-operative
kitchens at Grenoble, France, and Berne,
Bwitzerland, was the abolition of the middle-
men and the consequent reduction of the
cost of all kinds of food. The producers go
to the kitohens as to a wmarket, and deal
direotly with the consnmers—the ous-
domers to whom the kitchen (furnishes
meals at cost. It is a natoral result also of
the establishment of eo-operative stores, In
Worcester, Mass., a oco-operative grocery
there not only controls the conntry trade in
the conuty but regulutes the prices of all food
to the consnmers, ‘U'he effect on the price of
food is readily seen, Our ecorrespondent
abroad recites that at Berne he bought at the
co-operative kitchen there a better bowl of
soup for 2 eants than be proouredat a neigh-
boring hotel, whieh *bought its supplies
throngh the market or middlemen, for 12
ceuts. ‘The principle involyed in a bowl of
“wiss soup will apply to a round of American

Dblished. Stoockholders inthe Massapchusetts

Agninst this ignorance, the friends of co-
operation onght to wage peraistent warfafe by
the publication of all practical information
attainable. .The result would soon be ob.
servable and encouraging, and produce a
practical alliance between producers and con-
sumers, laborers and eapitalists, which would
better the condition of all classes, and help
every branch of industry.

REDUCTION OF THE ARMY.
From the N, Y. Times.

Promplly on its reassembling, Congress
has taken up the question of another redun-
tion of the army. The problem prosented is
the difficnlt one of diminishing numbers
without impairing efficiency; or that of steer.
ing between the Soylla and Charybdis of crip-
pling on the one hand and crowding on the
other. Restrenchment of expenses is the clear
demand of the hour; but wise legislation will
not push the process beyond the military
needs of the conntry.

The two main bills in the House on this
guestion are the War De{mrtmant'a measura
and General Logan’s modification; the lead-
ing bill in the Senate is - Senator Wilson's in
reference to officers awniting ovders. 1t is a
gratifying omen that thus far the various
measures introduced are not so widely op-
posed to those of last winter—as the bills, for
example, of Generals Garfield and Bautler,
Speaking by way of general orilicism, or,
rather, description, the army projoects of
Messrs. Logan, Butler, Schenck, Windom, and
Congressmen of that school have been, in
years past, marked by a peculiar prejudice
against the Military Academy, which, of
course, is to be taken into account in review-
ing their schemes, On the other hand, the
measures originated at the War Departinent
look commonly at the official estimate of the
needs of the serviee, rather than the poverty
of the Treasnry—al the force we ought to
have under any cironmstances rather than at
the force we can afford to have under the
present financiul exigencios of the conntry,

But Geueral Grant’s public interest is
larger than his military intorvest; his adminis-
tration, pledged to economy. is falfilling its
pledges: and his singnlar feliojy in reducing
military expenses; as shown during his brief
oecupancy of the War Oflive, now comes in
play in this effort to keep down the cost of
the army. Perhaps this is one source of the
comparative harmony of view existing at the
present time. That is to say, the President,
the General of the Army, the War Seeretary,
the Secretary of the Interior, the head of the
Indian Buresn, the five division commanders,
and all the dopartment and distriet command-
ers, are ngreed regurding what onn and what
cannot be afforded in the matter of army eco-
nomy.

However, there are certain grave differ.
ences between the bills of Generals Sher-
man, Logan, and Wilson. The former—for
the General-in-chief is the reputed author of
the Headquarters bill just laid bLefore the
Military Commwmittee of the Houge—provides,
we believe, for the absorption of some of the
officers now doing nothing, and on ‘‘await-
ing orders” pay, by adding two compeuies to
each infantry regiment, thereby giving to
the regiments in this arm the same organiza-
tion. in this respect, as the cavalry and artil-
lery have. The effect would be to furnish
ench regiment in the three arms with the
same number of officers, and to provide em-
ployment for something above 200 officers
among those now awaiting orders,

We do not regard this feature of the Head-
quarters or War Department bill as one likely
to be sanctioned by Congress. It will be
urged, and with truth, that its effect is sim-
ply .to increase the army by so many extra
companies, aud that, however desirable such
an increase may be on general grounds, this
is not the time, nor are Congress and the

ople in the mood. to suthorize any incroase
i the military establishment. Decrease, not-
increase, is the watchword of the hour; eco-
nomy, not enlargement, the army policy of
Congress. Now, in the department reports,
and in the division reports, which accompa-
nied the late report of General Belknap, and
even in the report of Gensral Sherman himself
there was no call for an ingrease ef the army.
On the contrary, while all these reports took
strong and convincing gronnd in favor of
maintaining the present strength of rank and
file, leaving all reductions to be made among
officers, thoy showed that the work of the
army &t the South, smong the Indians, on
tho {'neiﬂc. in Alaska, aud among the coast-
wise garrisons of the Atlantie and the Gulf,
was well performed, With pease now preva-
lent, thanks to the temperate policy of the
administration, both ab the South and on the
Pluing, and our English and Spanish outlook
by no means stormy, there surely need be no
indrense of the military force, If it be said
that these accretions to the infantry force
only provide places for afficers already in em-
ploy, it may properly be answered that we
must not create places which are not needed,
and that the true remedy isto relievg from
serviee.

To solve the pugzle, so as to enable the pub-
lic to know with whom the hlume chiefly
lay, the World despaiched a reporter to the
seene of his fonmer pastorate, with instrac-
tions to inguire of those thers who knew
the HReverend Horsoe Cooke beal what
his comdoct bad been, The fruits of
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and no perrons were inguir
likeliost to know. This was the story told by
the reporter of the World, For this trathfal
aocount the Hev. Hormoe Couke ﬂml“mng
to avepge himself by an pssenlt, entirely
random, vpon & member of the staff of this
This truthful acoount the Z'ribune of
day. withont knowing .anylhing about
the mutter—for bad il known, it wo have
known it to be truthful —was nobashamead to
ol ‘iotitious:” and this shameful assanlt the
Tribune of Fridey was not ashamed to
justify. “Mr. COooke has been ‘wronged,”
whines the Zridune, “hy the publication of n
paries of falsabioods rmpoctingqm former life,”
Let it adduce the evidence on whioch it oalls
the statements it refers to falsehoods, or own
itself the falsifier. “‘He had no right to take
redress into his own hands"—oh, 't he?
—~but where was his remedy? How many
would have done the snme thing, only done
it withla little mora vigor?” *‘The Roverend
Horace Cooke could not go into ocourt
with an action for damages in his present
situation.” That is to say, he has injured his
own charactor 80 much that jurors wounld say,
and say rightly, that it was {nmpshla of fur-
ther damnge. And therefors, according to
the Zribune, ho is to be justifiel—for the
faint dnmnation of the T¥lune is plainly
justification—for entering a newspaper office
and making a random assault upon the
first person pointed out to him, without
knowing his responsibility, his position, or
his npme, The ¥ ribune hereby gives notice
that it would rather approve the conduct of
any porson who might oonsider bhimself
aggrieved by any article in it, who should
{hereafter enter its oditorial rooms and horse-
whip any person he might casnally meet
there. In the oyes of the Z'ribuie, thé
offense of being an intriguing scoundrel
is trivial compared to the offense of call-
ing and proving a man to be an in.
trigning scoundrel. The pharisaical prig
who is revolted by the conduct of the
World sees mothing to be vevolied at in the
conduct of Cooke. It insnlls every decant
man and woman by heading its report of the
outcore of a erime which has gone far to
break up two families, and has brought
geandal upon a church, *The Flirtation's
Finale,” In the last case of this kind
which ocourred, the Zyilune distinguished
itsell by offensive and indepent apolegy for
intrigue and bigamy; in this case it distin-

guishes itself by offonsive and indecent apo-
logy for ivtrigne and abwduction, and by abuse
of those differently minded men who eall a
spade a spade migl a scoundrel a scoundrel
“Flirtation" is the worst word it has for
Cooke's orime; *‘lying gossips,” “‘licentious

presg,’ and *‘sensation mongers” are the best
words it bmas for those who expose and
denounce his erime.  The sympathy with
actual or attempted adultery which, in
the cnse of Richardson, private friendship
made possible aud pardonable, in the case of
Cooke shows itsell as o sympathy with gin of
this sort per se. The World denounces the
vices of an unworlhy minister. The Z7ibune
dencunces th& World for so denouncing
them.

At its head in General Logan, whom an en-
thusiastic veporter styles “a war-horse of
energy and determination.” Hon. John
Coburn, of Indiana, is secretary. A short
letter was read from bim, its sentences being
rather jerky, and evidently written under the
inspiration of deep respomsibility. He ven-
tures to breathe forth the wish that they, or
he, will overcome all large appropriations
asked for by the wretched Washingtonians,
and concludes by the sunocuncoment, “‘wa are
quiet as we can be."”

Another significant letter, this one from the
Hon. 8. H. Hoyd, wmembeor of Congress from
Missouri, was read. ‘Ihis gentleman is more
precise than the excellent secrotary, He states
definitely the number of Congressmen who
will vote against appropriations and for re-
wovnl—govenly-four.

With a
vast amount of pluck they resorted to foroe
rather than submit to the Canadians., Their

That the end of this popular revolutionary
movement on our northwestern frontier must
be the absorption of the territory by us, any
person conversant with our history will not
deny. It therefore becomes a matter of more
than ordinary interest to the American people
to know that the climate and agricultural and
mining resources of Rupert’s Land, which in-
cludes the Red River or Winnipeg country,
are admirably adapted to the wants of man.
It may be true that a great portion of the ter-
ritory *‘is ocoupied by lakes, forests, and im-
passable tracta of snow and ice;” but there
are three hundred and fifty thonsand square
miles of “‘prairie or natural mendow land"” of
the richest character, and capable of yielding
larger erops than the land of many of our
Btates does. The difficultiea attendant npon
transportation are the present great drawback
to the comfort and prosperity of settlers,
There are no railroads there, an® even the
ordinary highways are of the most rngged
description. These disadvantages are inheront
to all countries sparsely populated. Many

ersons areé living now who remember when

owa, Michigan, Minnesota, and most of our
ofher Western States were vast tracts of ter-
ritory, uninhabited save by nomadic Indians
and adventuresome hunters. The prosent
populstion of the Red River territory is small
in numbers and gomewhat motley in national-
ity. It comprises mainly Americans, English,
Bootoh, and French, the ‘“‘half-breads,” or the
offspring of the Cancpsian and Indian, pre-
dominating. Of these people our correspond-
ent writes at length, and hLis nccount of them
will be found especially entertaining. The
trade of the territory is also referred to, en-
sbling ns to formy some idea of the business
transactions of that tremendous monopoly,
the Hudson Bay Company. Before many
months can pass away we lope to see the
ardent desire of the people gratified and to
welcome another star in the galaxy of States.
